Bicknell, Ind., June 12.—A Shetland 

pony, pet of children residing near

Chicago, June 5.—In your issue of June 
2 there appeared a communication from 
Edwin D. Wheelock on comparative costs 
of subway and “ L” operate which 
is misleading. 

“Mr. Wheelock’s first objection to ele- 
vated lines is that the supporting col-' 
umns obstruct traffic. In Chicago the lo- 
cation of ‘“L” columns is governed by 
city ordinance, but there is no reason 
why they should not be located inside 
the curb, instead of in the street. Inci- 
dentally it might be noted that in Cai- 
cago thirty-nine miles of elevated tracks 
are built in streets and alleys, while. 156 
miles are on private right of way. 

As to the comparative costs of opera- 
tion of subway and “L” lines, the 
cost per car mile is the unit universally 
accepted by accountants by which that 
can be measured.: Mr. Wheelock in his 
comparisors used the ptr cent of gross 


earnings charged to operation, a com- 
monly used but unreliable method. 


Outside the central district elevate 
lines in Chicago can be built for $500,68 
per mile of single track at present prices 
while subways will cost from $1,250,080 
to $1,500,000. Mr. Wheelock’s suggestics 
of open cuts in the outlying distries 
would not, in the opinion of engines 
materially reduce the cost of constras 
tion, while adding greatly to the cost of:

The car miles operated per mile of 
double track lin New York were 949,000 in 
the subway and 1,103,000 on the elevated. 
Had the subways operated as many car 
miles per mile track as did the elevated, 
in other words, had it given as adequate 
service, its operating ratio, exclusive 
of taxes, in 1922, would have been 67.76 
per cent, as against 63.01 per cent for 
the elevated. . 

Mr. Wheelock says that the cost of 
mantenance is less for subways than 
for elevated lines. Taken over a period 
of ten years, however, from 1912 to 1921, 
the New York subways expended for 
maintenance and depreciation an aver- 
age of 14.10 per cent of total onerating 
revenue, as against 13.07 per cent for 
the elevated: lines. 

Mr. Wheelock says New York subways 
have proven profitable on a 5 cent fare, 
while the el_vated lines have lost: money 
on the same fare. For the year ended 
June 30, 1921, $10,000,000 due the city of 
New York from the subways as Interest 
on the city’s investment was not paid, 
because not earned. Including this in- 
terest on the city’s investment, official 
figures of the transit. commission of 
New York show that the cost of opera- 
tion per passenger carried was _ 6.36 
cents, the deficit being carried by the 
‘taxpayers. In 1921 dollars of net to 
_doliars of .riginal cost were 1 to 17 on 
the elevated and 1 to 22 on the subway, 
while in 1922 it was 1 to 15 on the ele- 
vated and 1 to 21 on the subway.

Prosperity tends to make people 
easy-going in management, loose in 
expenditures, careless about saving. 
They do not see why things will not 
alwaysrun along in the same smooth 
way. The instinct of caution is 
weakened, — the impulse to expan- 
sion, to spread out and cut a wider 
swath, to spend more money and 
live up close to the income, develops.

The bill fathered by Representative 
Epstein [Dem., Chicago] passed the 
house the day last week of the night 
when there was a riot at Dexter Park 
pavilion at a _charity boxing show. 


. Riot Boosts Chances. 
“ Some people say that'that disturb- 
ance injured the chances of this bill 
in this legislatur,” stated Epstein in 
& speech to the committee. “That 
little incident really aided the bill. It 
demonstrated that boxing should be 
controlled and regulated.” 
A call of the roll showed senators 
Carroll, Schulze, Van Lent, and Joyce, 
all from Chieago, in favor of the bill. 
Opposed to it were Senators Wood and 
N. E. Smith [Rep., Edwards]. 
The bill was placed on second read- 
ing when reported to the senate later. 
Many downstate senators said that 
the riot at the charity boxing show in 
Chicago killed whatever chance the 
bill had of senate indorsement.

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FIRESTONE TELLS
